INSTITUTION WORKERS’ INSTITUTES 
CAROLINAS PROVE POPULAR 


Training for workers children’s institutions seems 
finding its way out dark wood. April 
much needed precedent was established when several 
cooperating organizations conducted four institutes for 
institution workers North Carolina and South 
Carolina. 

This training program was sponsored the Tri- 
State Conference Orphanage Workers and the teach- 
ing staff was supplied the Child Welfare League 
America, the American Child Health Association and 
the National Recreation Association. 

About 175 cottage mothers and matrons constituted 
large majority the attendance, which included 
more than executives and sub-executives. The total 
enrollment 236 also included case nurses, 
dietitians, recreation workers and teachers. The par- 
ticipation many women whose duties include the 
care and training children was made possible 
locating the institutes centers which could reached 
large number without entire interruption their 
daily work. For the most part they could reach the 
nearest institute less than hour auto, although 
few them traveled for more than two hours each 
way for ten days order attend. 

Heretofore most projects for training such workers 
have been far removed from the institutions inter- 
ested prevent attendance both rank and file 
the staff. these institutes was common for 
executive come with two three autos school 
bus loaded with cottage mothers and other workers. 
skeleton staff was left the institution that with the 
help older children the mid-day meal might served 
and the most necessary duties given some attention. 
Before leaving for the morning session the institute 
most the matrons and cottage mothers saw their 
children off school. make this possible and 
allow them return time duty the 
evening meal, the institute sessions were scheduled from

HOUSEKEEPER SERVICE DISCUSSED 


(Editor’s Note: the Midwest Regional Conference, 
Mrs. Dorothy the Jewish Home Finding Society 
Chicago, and Miss Jane Mullenbach, the Chicago 
Home for the Friendless, discussed the plan sending 
competent women into families during temporary emer- 
gency care for the children and the housekeeping 
stead resorting foster home institutional place- 
The following summary indicates what the experi- 
ence these two agencies has been.) 


The Jewish Home Finding Society started housekeep- 
ing service 1924. first was largely confined 
families which the illness the mother tem- 
porary emergency necessitated such assistance. 
1927 the service was enlarged provide housekeepers 
for widowers. The organization has never failed get 
housekeeper for temporary situation, matter how 
difficult the father the home might how poor 
the home was physically. Sometimes has been neces- 
sary give the housekeeper sheets and blankets and 
help out with other household supplies order make 
her work easier. 

The Society averages children care any one 
time whose mothers are out the home. addition 
supply the family agency with housekeepers, called 
for families which the mother, 
able all her own work but still does not leave 
her home. Often the helper able teach the mother 
feed her family better and manage her work 
better during the time she the home. 

1923 the Jewish Home Finding Society placed 
over 300 children foster homes. 1930 only were 
placed. large part this reduction intake due 
the use housekeeping service. 

The plan was started keep the child home with 
his family. can continue the same school. 
has his father, his sisters and brothers near him. 
spared the strain adjusting new environment. 

The status the father the community the same. 
has retained his moral and financial reputation, 
which sometimes loses when the community knows 
his children are away from him. 

Our organization recently surveyed some families 
where housekeepers were placed. found that: (1) 
The worker knows the father much better than under 
the foster home placement plan; (2) the father the 
master the situation. Nothing planned without 
him and the Society’s contact often helpful him 
personally. Even remarriage have noticed that 
some fathers had developed interest their children 
such extent that they were selecting new mates 
who would most suitable for their children.

The Chicago Home for the Friendless started 
keeper service last July.

Clinics, hospitals and family agencies are our 
sources intake. have developed our housekeepet 
service program slowly, have had only small 
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pudget for this purpose, but our experience leads 
that such service valuable adjunct 
child-caring program. 

non-sectarian agency like ours has much more 
heterogeneous case load than true the Jewish 
Home Finding Society. But even so, not impossible 
women who are able meet the varying eco- 
nomic and cultural levels our families with equa- 
nimity. 

The colored housekeeper has proven very adaptable. 
Two Assyrian families were successfully aided sending 
housekeepers during the illness the mother. 

family Mexican children needed housekeeper 
quickly, the mother had the hospital once. 
The father spoke English. The colored housekeeper 
who was sent did well that the mother her return 
from the hospital was anxious learn how the colored 
woman cooked the food the children had learned like, 
and even the Mexican neighbors asked for her recipes. 

The machinery required for this plan simple 
that not difficult get boards directors see 
the efficacy the system. The case work process is, 
course, the “backbone” the housekeeper service 
program, the worker must sort out the individual 
best equipped carry with particular kind 
family situation from the women available for such 
service.

THE NEW ENGLAND REGIONAL 


The New England Regional Conference the Child 
Welfare League America was held the Biltmore 
Hotel, Providence, Rhode Island, April 15th and 16th. 
This was the first time that the conference had been held 
outside Boston, and the Rhode Island agencies were 
proud have drawn into their territory. The fact 
that there was total registration almost four hundred 
social workers and friends social work would seem 
vouch for genuine interest new departure. Aside 
from social service administrators the district, such 
Dr. Frederic Farnell, Chairman the Rhode Island 
Public Welfare Commission, Dr. Arthur Ruggles, Su- 
perintendent Butler Hospital, Prof. Harold Bucklin, 
the Social Science Department Brown University, 
and Dr. Leroy Halbert, Director Rhode Island 


State Institutions, the conference was further welcomed 
Senator Jesse Metcalf and Governor Normal 
Case. Sightseeing tours were arranged for the out-of- 
town delegates, give them broader acquaintanceship 
with the city. 

Coming soon after the White House Conference 
Child Health and Protection called President 
Hoover, and including speakers active the conference 


committees, such Miss Martha Van Rensselaer, Dr. 


Carstens and Mr. William Hodson, was natural 
that good deal emphasis should have been placed 
the findings and challenge the conference. 

Miss Van Rensselaer termed the White House Con- 
ference “Adventure Adult Education” for the 
benefit the children the country.

The conditions the past eighteen months 
which have brought millions families the border- 
lines dependency, over it, must have taught the 
country how deeply maladjustment any part the 
social fabric affects the health and happiness the 
entire population. Misunderstandings will result 
the outset any effort put the findings into effect 
unless generally accepted that children will con- 
tinue suffer after ill health and educational and social 
maladjustments while family attempting live 
less than reasonable wage, improper income. 
Child welfare must purchased the marketplace. 

Dr. Carstens, speaking Practical Goals for the 
Ten Years the result the White House Conference, 
presented the need establishing preventative pro- 
grams every unit public social service administra- 
tion one the important objectives. With the needs 
the normal child brought for the first time into the 
picture child welfare the conference, the challenge 
States has been sounded adapt programs child 
care fit their needs educationally and socially 
improved educational and recreational facilities. For 
dependent, delinquent, handicapped and defective chil- 
dren, the States must provide workable, adequate 
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programs for care and training, the same time ad- 
vancing the position authorities the field child 
welfare, now too often held only private organiza- 
tions. More emphasis must placed keeping the 
child his own home. this not possible, the 
individual needs the child must determine the substi- 
tute foster home institutional care. 

Mr. Cheney Jones, President the League, spoke 
The Place the Child Welfare League, tying the 
League’s activities the future program for child bet- 
terment throughout the United States. 

The emphasis the child individual relation 
his family and his community was another keynote 
the conference. Miss Grace Caldwell, Director 
the Play School for Habit Training connected with the 
North Bennett Street Industrial School Boston, spoke 
The Needs the Pre-School Child. These needs are 
threefold, she stated—physical, mental and emotional— 
and the importance the latter two the very young 
child only beginning recognized. Almost 
birth child beginning try out his personality 
against his environment, led the urge for mastery and 
recognition. the child steered through these early 
stages wisely and easily, and given feeling security 
and happiness well the way toward the estab- 
lishment stable behavior patterns. 

Dr. Samuel Hartwell, Director the Worcester 
Child Guidance Clinic, stressed particularly the impor- 
tance the emotional life dealing with problem 
children. child’s behavior determined his per- 
sonality, which the sum total his experiences plus 
his emotional responses these experiences, de- 
clared.

Under these plans the time and expense required for 
attendance were minimized and the institutions could 
easily afford provide the necessary transportation, 
arrange for daytime operation the institutions with 
skeleton staffs, and pay the travel and hotel expenses 
the institute staff. The services this staff were sup- 
plied without charge the three participating na- 
tional organizations. 

The necessary expenses, consisting largely the 
transportation and hotel expenses the institute staff, 
for which the Tri-State Conference Orphanage Work- 
ers assumed responsibility, were covered assess- 
ment each participating institution. This assess- 
ment was the rate twenty-five cents per capita, 
using the average daily population children com- 
puting the assessment for each institution. This 
seemed preferable basing the charge upon the num- 
ber attending the institutes. Under the plan adopted 
each institution was encouraged enroll many em- 
ployees could spared. 

Each institute included four ten hour courses, 
follows: Health Programs, LeRoy Wilkes, M.D., 
Director, Division Medical Service, American Child 
Health Association; Recreation, Miss Erna 
Bunke, Field Secretary, Play Institutions, National

protective agency has opportunity add tre- 
mendously the happiness and usefulness large 
number children each year making possible for 
them live normal lives among those who love them 
and who could rear them given guidance. But this 
service can only rendered skillful case worker, 
and the case supervisor should not only have had the 
usual training and extensive case work experience, but 
really meet the challenge protect family life the 
case supervisor should undoubtedly have had training 
and experience psychiatric social worker. Under 
such direction, and staffed with good case workers, 
there almost limit the service that protective 
agency can render. 

Developing public opinion and bringing about im- 
proved legislation are the duties all social agencies, 
and the protective group have their full share this 
responsibility. But the main objective every protec- 
tive agency should the application the most skill- 
ful case work treatment every family problem.

Fitting the Negro unmarried mother into the com- 
munity, addition the specific problem illegiti- 
macy, has factors common with adjusting other 
young Negro girls. This conceived terms 
securing job, insuring adequate physical and mental 
health, and providing recreational outlets. Anyone 
who has tried find job for Negro girl high 
school education with average intelligence will realize 
how difficult this even normal times. Vocational 
opportunities are limited because many employers are 
prejudiced against hiring Negro workers. Schools 
are often hesitant about giving certain types training 
the basis that there job available. Because 
poorer economically, the Negro group itself unable 
provide jobs for its youths great extent. The

Any case work with unmarried mothers remedial 
measure for situation already arisen through com- 
munity lacks. This does not mean that good care and 
adequate provision for this type social ill not 
needed. given case load forty-three, twenty 
cases were found come from area Cleveland 
where overcrowding prevails and where there were 
organized community resources such settlements, 
library clubs, church clubs, and decent commercialized 
forms recreation. This the environment that 
produced the unmarried mother, and attention the 
problems this environment will the way treat- 
ing cause illegitimacy.

NEGROES

Social problems among Negroes vary within any 
other group, according the class. addition this 
general truth there another problem: This one born 
out the American attitude toward the Negro group 
and therefore personality problem built, is, 
upon ego hurt and enforced feelings inferiority with 
their subsequent defense mechanisms and other reac- 
tions. Any problem that affects Negroes one in- 
dividual differences, rather than group differences, plus 
warping the personality poverty and racial 
prejudice. 

Illegitimacy among Negroes exists for the same rea- 
sons has been found exist other groups. The 
large percentage Negro cases due the fact that 
conditions favoring illegitimacy, whether they 
within the individual outside, are more prevalent 
among the Negro group. For example, the under- 
privileged status the group prevents its being able 
very much about bad social conditions. Per- 
sonality difficulties are aggravated the added burden 
adjustment the prevailing attitudes concerning 
Negroes. 

some cities the problem illegitimacy cared for 
only private agencies which are thus able select 
cases any the intensive, pioneering work 
that considered one their functions. addition 
this deficiency community resources there are others 
that hamper seriously the work agencies. 

prime importance working with the unmarried 
mother the maternity home. Many cities have only 
one for Negro girls, and this usually under the 
auspices religious group. Without minimizing the 
value religious forces, there great need that social 
work ideas should the fore. this branch 
social work others there lack personnel 
trained case work principles. Persons trained 
would enable girls adjust better the maternity 
home. Proper treatment plans could made with the 
social worker from the agency and put into operation 
while the girl selected environment. Behaviour 
problems could properly dealt with under such 


regime. The girl’s stay the maternity home could 
turned from marking-time activity into 
for her future life. trained person would 
value meeting the needs the individual with 
approach through vocational service, recreational 
tivities, and development understanding. 
Since illegitimacy problem society has face, 
incumbent the community provide facilities 
meeting this obligation. Girls having venereal 
are not accepted maternity homes because 
institutions have not the setup cope with 
problem. While the disease its infectious 
patients are usually hospitalized. During this 
there usually rehabilitation from social point 

view. Whatever happens unmarried mothers whik 
they are known social agency factor 
re-establishment. Unmarried mothers with 


disease need much from the community those 
diseased. Whether the solution found 
maternity homes, particular maternity home for 
type problem, boarding home care, must 
handled with case work approach rather than lump 
ing because lack resources. Wherever the com 
munity has not been active meeting its obligations 
unmarried mothers with venereal disease 
social workers define their objectives and then 
steps toward the accomplishment these.
